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Judicial Decisions Due on Home Fuel

AUSTIN UPI — A Texas Railroad Commission ruling and 
the findings of a San Antonio grand jury, both to appear 
within the next three months, will go a long way toward 
determining how warm many South Texans will be this 
winter. 
The ruling and findings also are expected to determine 
how much--if any--Planoites will have to pay, in order to 
supply South Texas with natural gas. If additional gas is 
ordered to South Texas, it must come from reserves owned 
by TUFCO, which supplies the gas to Texas Power & Light 
Co., among others, to fuel its generators. 
The commission is expected to rule in about six weeks on 
whether Lo Vaca Gathering Co. can continue to cut back gas 
deliveries to electric companies in Austin, San Antonio and 
the many towns served by the Lower Colorado River 
Authority LCRA. 
The grand jury should issue its report within 90 days on 
whether there are grounds for criminal charges against Lo 
Vaca or its parent Coastal States Gas Producing Co. 
For safety’s sake South Texas’ cities are stockpiling 
supplies of expensive fuel oil if natural gas is unavailable 
this winter. Even so, it could be worse. 
“I ll say one thing, we’re in a hell of a lot better position 
this time than last year,” said R. L. Hancock, director of 
Austin’s electrical utilities. 
Since the fall of 1972, Lo Vaca has been regularly cur­ 
tailing its gas deliveries to Austin, San Antonio and the 
LCRA. It contends it does not have enough gas to go around 
Last winter the Railroad Commission issued a temporary 
priority program for Lo Vaca which placed electrical

generators third on a list of gas recipients behind homes and 
social institutions, such as hospitals and schools. 
Place Utilities Last 
In a series of hearings this month on a permanent 
allocation plan, Lo Vaca officials have asked the Railroad 
Commission to place electrical utilities last on the list, which 
would mean - if adopted - they would receive only gas left 
over after other customers were served. 
Attorneys for Austin, San Antonio and the LCRA oppose 
the plan, contending they would be forced to purchase ex­ 
pensive fuel oil to replace the gas they would lose and, as a 
result, electric bills for South Texas residents would con­ 
tinue to climb at rates which have already hurt the poor and 
elderly and persons with fixed incomes. 
They also argue public utilities should be given priority 
over private industry, which the Lo Vaca plan rejects. 
Although the Railroad Commission’s ultimate ruling could 
affect them more, many of those rate conscious residents 
are vitally interested in the outcome of the Bexar County 
grand jury’s investigation of Lo Vaca. 
District Attorney Ted Butler said he hoped a report would 
be issued at the end of a 90-day extension which Judge 
Preston Dial gave the jurors for their investigation. It has 


been widely reported that the investigation centers on 
possible fraud in connection with the contracts between Lo 
Vaca and its electrical customers. 


Austin, San Antonio and the LCRA all signed low cost, 
fixed price contracts with Lo Vaca in the early 1960s that 
were to have lasted into the 1980s. But when the company 
began to curtail deliveries in 1972, the contracts were cir­ 
cumvented by Railroad Commission and court orders 
allowing Lo Vaca to increase its prices. 


Regardless of the outcome of either development, Han­ 
cock said he foresees an eventual switch from natural gas to 
fuel oil for most all electrical utilities. It will cost Austin 
alone $25 million to modify its boilers for the oil, which burns 
dirtier than gas, and it will take time to make the con­ 
version. 


‘‘We need to buy some time for the conversions but it’s 
obvious that everyone who can needs to convert their 


systems to some other fuel than gas,” Hancock said 
Buy High, Sell Low 
In a related development, Lo Vaca apparently is buying 
natural gas at high costs and selling at a loss. Rep. Ron Bird, 
D-San Antonio, said Thursday. 
‘‘If such conditions do exist, and San Antonio, Austin and 
the Lower Colorado River Authority and the other Lo Vaca 
customers are paying a higher price for fuel because of it, it 
would seem a general housecleaning within the Lo Vaca 
organization is in order,” Bird said in a letter to James 
Hargrove, Lo Vaca general manager. 
Stuart Nolan, the firm’s vice president, said earlier the 
company purchased 700 million cubic feet of natural gas 
from Amoco Gas Co. and 150 million cubic feet from Odessa 
Natural Gas Co. at a high cost. Amoco could purchase any 
excess gas at any time at a low cost, Nolan told the Texas 
Railroad Commission. 
“Here is yet another expense which must be borne by the 
consumer,’ Bird said. “There is no indication that these 
transactions are anything but above board. But the 
possibility exists that Lo Vaca is buying its own gas back at a 
higher price.” 
Lo Vaca has curtailed natural gas supplies to its 
customers because of apparent shortages. San Antonio, 
Austin and the LCRA were forced to buy fuel oil at greater 
costs to power their electrical generators. Lo Vaca wants the 
Railroad Commission to place such customers at the bottom 
of a priority list for natural gas supplies, giving industry first 
consideration.

Adams Foresees More Problems

Testifying before the new 
Senate Budget Committee 
Thursday, F. Gerald Adams 
of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s Wharton School of

federal spending by $10 
billion. 
The spending cut might 
reduce the projected 1975 
inflation rate from 8.2 per 
cent to 7.7 per cent, Adams 
said.

produce an unemployment 
rate of 6.7 per cent instead of 
6.3 per cent. 
Currently unemployment 
is running at about 5.3 per 
cent of the civilian work 
force. And Adams foresaw a 
1974 inflation rate averaging 


out at about IO per cent.

Group Closes Case

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Hie case of Richard M. 
Nixon is closed as far as the 
House Judiciary Committee 
is concerned, with every 
member concluding that he 
should have been impeached 
if he had not become the first 
president 
in 
history 
to 
resign. 


The co m m ittee’s final 
report was released Thur­ 
sday. 
The 
525-page 
document with a dingy tan 
cover is historic. It is the 
result 
of 
the 
first 
presidential 
impeachment 
inquiry held in 107 years. It 
accuses Nixon of lying, 
violating laws and sub­ 
verting the Constitution. 


About half of it was written 
by the chairman, Rep. Peter 
W. Rodino, D-N.J., and the 
staff counsel, John M. Doar. 
Even stronger language is in 
the “supplemental views” of 
indiviual 
m em bers 
and

Texas Citizens Threatened 


Authorities Join to Combat Organized Crime 


Editor’s Note: This is one 
of a 12-part series of stories 
on crime, gathered by the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety.) 


AUSTIN—Everyone 
re­ 
cognizes 
the 
th re a t 
of 
organized crime in Texas, 
but what is being done about 
it? 
A great deal of counter­ 
organization work by law 
enforcement authorities and 
much more to come, an­ 
swers Robert C. Flowers, 
director of the Governor’s 
C rim inal Ju stice Council 
which 
funds federally- 
assisted police activities in 
the state. 
“Law enforcement is not 
sitting 
on

h an d s,” 
Flowers says. “There are 
over 50 special units of local 
police who work on a daily 
basis with crim es of an 
‘organized nature.’

B riscoe, works with all 
Texas 
law 
enforcem ent 
agencies in developing and 
funding crime-fighting and 
crime-prevention programs. 
“Through the CJC, we 
assisted in originating and 
funding 
ten 
special 
organized crime task forces, 
a brand-new concept in 
fighting organized crim e 
nationwide, Flowers reports. 
The ten Texas Task Forces 
are located 
in 
Amarillo, 
Brownsville, Corpus Christi, 


Dallas. El Paso, Fort Worth, 
G alveston, Houston, San 
Antonio and Wichita Falls. 
“ Their m ain purpose - 
although each may vary in 
function and m ethod of 
operation--is to develop and 
disseminate intelligence on 
organized 
crim inal 
a c ­ 
tivity,” Flowers reported. 
“ Our job is 
to 
offer 
technical 
assistan ce 
in 
d ev elo p in g 
p ro g ra m s, 
monitoring allotted budgets, 
and funding these projects in 
cooperation with the Law 
E nforcem ent 
A ssistance 
A d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
i n 
Washington. 
“Organized Crime Task 
Forces work closely with the 
Organized Crime Division of 
the 
Texas 
Attorney 
G en eral’s 
Office 
and 
specialists in several areas 
at the Department of Public 
Safety.” 
But these tools, as ef­ 
fective as they are, are not 


deemed sufficient to bring 
the real criminals involved 
to justice. 
“ Surprisingly, Texas law 
does not define an organized 
crim inal act.” 
Flowers declared: 
“We 
need strong laws and the 
means to execute and en­ 
force them that aid officers 


and agents in breaking 
through the smokescreen of 
underlings with high risk, 
high visibility jobs to the 
core of men who actually 
finance and reap the profits 
f r o m 
b o o k m a k i n g 
operations, theft rings, and 
narcotics rings that we know 
exist in Texas.”

He 
said the best way to do it is to 
reduce the number of drones 
in society. 
“ If money was paid only to 
producers 
for 
creating 
supplies of goods and ser­ 
vices, demand would never 
exceed supply and we would 
never have real inflation,” 
Mound commented. 
“The real cause of our 
serious inflation is that too 
many Americans who are 
paid well and live well are 
either non-producers or lead 
underproductive lives,” he 
added. “In the society of the 
beehive, 
the 
w orkers 
eventually kill off the drone 
bees so the honey supply will 
be sufficient to last the hive 
through 
the 
w inter. 
F i g u r a t i ve l y 
s p e a ki ng, 
human society must put its 
drones to work or get rid of 
them .” 
By definition, a human 
drone is a lazy person who 
won’t work, not one who 


wants work but can’t find it. 
But people who are willing 
and able to work but remain 
unem ployed 
a re 
non­ 
producers and the cost of 
supporting them is a big 
factor in inflation, Mound 
said. 
Next to the unemployed 
and the disabled. 
Mound 
said, the biggest group of 
non-producers are retired 
persons, while subproducers 
include many millions who 
have jobs but do little or 
nothing that increases the 
supply of useful goods and 
services. Among these are 
l a c k a d a i s i c a l 
wo r k e r s , 
m a n y 
g o v e r n m e n t 
bureaucrats of all ranks, 
non-productive 
business 
executives and other people 
who simply are not suf­ 
ficiently motivated either by 
incentives or the threat of 
w ant to contribute their 
share to society’s e v e r­ 
growing need for more goods 
and services. The military 
and naval establishm ent 
also have their share of 


drones, he said. 
Mound said 
the 
Social 
Security Law provision that 
won’t allow persons between 
65 and 72 to earn as much 
money as they can while still 
drawing benefits is one of the 
m ore striking causes of 
inflation. “ Many of these 
people would continue to be 
useful producers if they were 
allowed to draw their Social 
Security benefits with no 
restrictio n on their e a r­ 
nings,” he said. Compulsory 
retirem ent rules, desirable 
on ma ny jobs, are not 
desirable in others and add 
to the number of expensive 
drones society must support. 
“The blunt truth is that 
never before in hum an 
history have so many non­ 
producers

“That won’t happen to 
m e,” Connie said, seemingly 
more to convince herself 
than her visitor. “ I’m not a 
sex symbol. There are some 
parallels between Marilyn 
and me in childhood, schools 
and husbands.” 
Connie stars in ABC-TV’s 
“The Sex Symbol” Sept. 17, 
a thinly veiled biography of 
Monroe. The experience had 
a sobering effect on her. 
“ I know 
now 
fame is 
fleeting,” Connie said. “ I see 
life for what it is. 
I’m 
psychologically prepared for 
my c a re e r to dim inish. 
Marilyn couldn’t face that. 
She couldn’t

television today.”

M iller, one of M arilyn’s 
husbands, and other in­ 
terested parties who thought 
perhaps 
they 
w ere 
too 
clearly identified in the 
fictional plot. 


“ABC said the Marilyn 
c h a ra c ter 
was

symbols,” Connie said. “ But 
I knew who they had in mind 
and I played her as Marilyn 
Monroe. There couldn’t be 
any doubt. I even posed nude 
to duplicate her fam ous 
calendar shot. 
“She was m arried to a 
sports star. In the script they 
made him a football player 
(instead of Joe DiMaggio). 
She was also m arried to an 
intellectual (like Arthur 
Miller). And she had a fling 
with a powerful politician. 
Everybody knows the gossip 
about Marilyn and Bobby 
Kennedy.”
